2. . The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 

obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

3. Claims 1-12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Chow et al. 
(U.S. Patent 5,759,230). 

Chow discloses forming metal powder or a film of a metal by preparing a mixture of a 
metal precursor (e.g. acetate, oxide, chloride) and a solvent (e.g. ethylene glycol) and refluxing 
so that the precursor is reduced to its corresponding metal. The temperatures and 
concentrations of precursor used by Chow appear to be consistent with what is presently 
claimed; see the examples of Chow. Also, the Chow process produces metals as recited in the 
instant claims 6 or 10 with a size as recited in instant claim 4 (see Chow Table I). 

Chow does not specify forming this metal as a coating on a powder, as required by the 
instant claims. However, Chow column 4, lines 30-65 indicates that the Chow process can be 
used on two or three dimensional substrates, and may be used to produce complex substances 
if desired. Thus, it appears that Chow is not limited to any specific shape of the surface to 
which metal is applied by the Chow process. Further, it would appear that the chemical 
reactions which occur in the Chow process would be the same as those which occur in the 
presently claimed process. 

Consequently, a prima facie case of obviousness is established between the process of 
Chow et al. and that as recited in the instant claims. 
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4. The remainder of the art cited on the enclosed PTO-892 and 1449 forms is of 
interest. This art is held to be no more relevant to the claimed invention than the art as 
applied in the rejections supra.
